THE BITTER CRESS. 

A variety of cresses are now in bloom, which 
we shall hereafter enumerate; but at present we 
shall only allude to the different species of Bitter 
Cress and Swine’s Cress. — The Bitter Crsss be- 
longs to the Linnean tetradyriamiaf which 
is distinguished from the class hexandria by having 
four long and two short stamens, instead of six of 
equal length ; and to the order siliquosa — that is, 
bearing a long pod or seed vessel : it is arranged 
in the natural system of Jussieu, among the Cru~ 
ciferce, or cross formed flowers — having four pe- 
tals to the blossom. The Hairy Bitter Cress 
(Cardamine hirsuta) bears a number of dimi- 
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
